Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because figure 1 should include descriptive 
labeling to reference numbers 1 10-150. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7 to 15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to claim 7, the prior art failed to teach or render obvious the claimed storing a projected 
limit distance between the nearest point of the obstacle and the distance measuring 
device at a limit time at which the nearest point of the obstacle moves out of a detecting 
range of the distance measuring device, as the distance measuring device and the 
obstacle approach each other; and evaluating the limit distance and additional, 
information concerning a relative motion between the distance measuring device and 
the obstacle to determine projected distances between the nearest point of the obstacle 
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and the distance measuring device as long as the nearest point is outside the detecting 
range of the distance measuring device. Claim 13 include similar limitations. The prior 
art teaches various distance detecting devices for detecting a distance to a target. 
However, none of the prior art either singularly or in combination teaches the claimed 
system.
